The st part to be noticed
is that the tiy dollar section as nothing o do
with the suldlers of this State, It waus intro-
duced for the beneflicof the "two year” regimonts
of New York and Indisns, Pennsylvania sont
no two-gear regimoents out,  Men trom our State
who huve served two years In a three-your
regiment do not come under this section, and
they take nothing under the act unless dis-
ocharged for wounds,

Soldiers who hud enllsted for three years, and
have been dischurged for disability botore thelr
term of gervice had expired, do not fall under
the provisions ol the law. It is probable that
they will be attended to next session, but undor
the present Bounty bill taey are not entitied to
any pay. This scems to us like innstice, It is
certainly only fuar that men who have expressed
o desire 1o serve thres years, and who have only
been provented by iheir bealth faillng them,
while strivine to do their dub ¢, should be treated
the some a8 thoush they had served oat ther
enlisted tine, 1t was becaure of no fanll of
theirs that natore was pot sufliclently =trong,
The spirlt indeed was willing. though the flesh
was wealk,

Again, veteran volunteers do not esme undor
the law, They have already received more than
the one hundred dollars, and this extra bounty
ia expressly granteid only to such ns have not
received heretojore that snm, As the law at
present stpnds the only persons clearly entitled
are the soldiers of 1861, 1862, or 1863, who have
gerved ont throe years, or have been disgharged
tor wounds; or the widow, orphan children, or
parents of those soldiers who have died or been
killed in service, or bhave died of wounds
recerved or disease contracted i the pervice,
alwaye proyviding that the claunant has not
already reeewved more than oue hundred dollars
Government bountv, We have a fow words of
adv.ce to ndd.
